Item of Presbyterian History. 

We clip the the following letter from 
the column of the Canada PreabyUrian. 
It will doubtless interest many of our 
older readers, who ill leinetubcr the sub¬ 
ject of tho 1st tor, and his un¬ 
remitting labors in this and adjoin¬ 
ing counties. “Mu. EnrroK,— I haro 
noticed, with great interest, the recent 
communications in your esteemed paper 
on “Early Prosbyterian History in Cana¬ 
da,” and herewith contribute some items 
that may provo interesting with reference 
to my grandfather, tho late Rev. Robert 
MoDjwnli, tho pioneer of our church in 
this country, There seems to be now 
very innulficientlj data to draw from. 
The old homestead in Fredericksburgh 
was unfortunately burned about two 
years ago, and with it nearly all hi* 
posthumous writings and books. The 
two sons, Johu and Ebenczer, who were 
both in tlie ministry, the former in New 
York City, the latter in Michigan, have 
long siuce been called to their rest. Til® 
only daughter, Mrs. Carpenter, is uow 
living in the State of New Hampshire. 

I have as a legacy from my father the 
late J.iinej A. McDowal), a good sized 
ynluur.i entitled, “ A registry of marriages 
in the Province of Upper Canada eelo- 
brat. d by the Rev. Robert McRowall, 
minister of the united oongregrations of 
tho Ernesttown, Fredencksburgh and 
Adolphiiitown,” Reversed, it is inscrib¬ 
ed, “ A registry of Baptisms,” etc., as 
above. The former contains 75? entries 
oi marrin/os from J80Q to 182?; au 
omission then occurs from Fob., 1822, 
to Apiil, 1881, a loss of over nine years’ 
record.

Itom of Piesbyterian History. 

We clip tho the following letter from 
the column of the Canada Presbyterian. 
It will doubtless interest many of our 
older renders, who ill lemeinbcr the sub¬ 
ject of tho letter, and his un¬ 
remitting labors in this and adjoin* 
ing counties. “Mu. Editor,— I havo

When connection is completed an area 
of nearly 800,000 square milee of the 
most fertile soil on the continent will be 
open to settlement and trade with onr 
great western commercial centres. The 
enormous yield of cereals produced in 
this region, ns yet so sparsely settled, is 
astounding, even to Kansas and Min¬ 
nesota farmers. The aversge yield of 
wheat is from thirty to forty bushels to 
the acre, and will weigh sixty-olglit 
pounds to the bnshel. Cases are kno*n 
of a yield of sixty bushels of spring 
wbert to the acre, and even seventy-five 
bushels have been produced from one 
bushel sown. Oats and barley are 
produced in like proportion, and sll 
variet 63 of beet roots and grasses yield 
immensely and Attain the greatest per¬ 
fection. During the past season, with 
all its disadvaptagta ot access, the 
immigration into thU favored region is 
estimated at over 12,000 well-to-do 
immigrants, principally farmers from the 
Piovince of Ontario, while with the 
increased facilities of access for the com¬ 
ing year, the immigration from Canada 
sud Great Britain will probably quad¬

From tho Saskatchewan Herald of tho

There are three ten horse-power 
thfoshing machines at work in Prince 
Albert Settlement. All the grain will 
scon be ready for market.

AlUt’l t o 
Mission, who is good authority, there 
are over thirty thousand bushels of grain 
raised around Edmonton. 

Captain Moore, of Princs Albort, was 
hero for several days last woek, Ho re¬ 
ports jdie wheat as threshing out well, 
and being of a veiy superior quality. 

The payment to the Indians under the 
Treaty with the Dominion Government, 
began on Wednesday at ten o’clock. 
About 700 Indians wers present to re¬ 
ceive treaty money, and about 88,700 
were paid out. The iudlans consisted of 
Iroquois from Jasper House, Staneys 
and Crces. The Iroquois number only a 
fmv lodges, and are the descendant* of a 
few wero brought here many years ago 
by the Hudson’s Bay Company as trap¬ 
pers and yoyageqrs. During the payment 
prices wero quoted as followe : Tea 35c 
to o!)e, su a ar 22c to 30c, flour $10 to 812 
a bag, painkiller 35c, mateboa 50c, and 
dry goods merely nominal, with a pound 
<.f tobacco or a shovel of amunition 
ibrown in two tho purchaser ol 810 
worth. Good three-point blankets stood 
steadily at 81 a piece, The Indians 
still hold tlu* fort, as it were, and feast¬ 
ing and dancing are the order of the day 
and night.

The Vendetta la Corsica. 

(From the Corrcirondcnt of the Loudon Stand- 
ii rd) 

Paris, Oct. 7.—In Corsci* there r.re 
1w#.i|prt8 of veiulttuvs : when it is the 
t<m mho kills tho murderer of his father, 
or tho brother who revenges his brother 
or sister, the vendetta is direct; when, 
on the contrary, tho fond is kept up hy 
distant relation?, tho vendetta is indirect 
or transversal. The l&ttoi, however, is 
considered just as legitimate os tlie 
former ; it is rigorously enfoicod by the 
customs of the country, and 60 long ns 
there remains one member of the two 
contending families the Held is open to 
reprisal, in an island where duelling 
did not exist till but recently, it is easy 
to conceive the number of persons that 
must have fallen victims to the vendetta. 
Filippitti, one of tho best historians of 
Corsica, estimates that in Unity years 
no fewer then 30 0 10 men have bee > 
sacrificed to tbo bnrbarom custom. 
Another writer calculates that from 
1350 to 1715 as many as 300,000 ven¬ 
detta murders were committed in Corsica. 
Put these figures, it must be stated, are 
not based on uuy seii'ms documents, anil 
arc piobaUy very exaggerated. Ilow 
ever, a report addressed by the Prefect 
to the Council General in 1852 stated 
that since 1821 nearly 5,000 assassina¬ 
tions arising troin family quarrels wore 
perpetrated in Corsica. The evil at tlmt 
time was considered sufficiently seiious 
to leu and s mo c xtraoidinary remedy. 
The j.uu .io nne waa abolished in the 
island, and the only person allowed to 
shoot wus rrinco Pierre Bonaparte. But 
to wards the tud of tho Second Etnpiie 
this prohibition was repealed, and the 
vendetta broke out again with renewed 
force and barbarity, Unfortunately 
these family murderers are absolved and 
even encouraged by ptibl'O opinion. 

Vcngeanee is a feeling dear to the 
Corsicans, and everything ivmtributvg to 
mtlnno it. The popular songs ate nearly 
all consecrated to the celebration ot the 
exploits accomplished to punish an 
• dience. If the man who fails leaves 
only a child in the cradle, it is the wife 
or sister who carefully preserves the 
bio nl-staiued handkerchief or shot- 
riddled shirt to nerve the arm of tho 
orphan twenty years Uu-r. Time does 
not efl'aeo hatreds, and revengo long 
w aited for is only the sweeter to them 
Thece-it-scarcely any family in Corsica 
that b*« not some sanguinary legend in 
its history, and it is transmitted fnm 
generation to generation like a sacred in¬ 
heritance. The most crushing reproach 
one o in ofT.-r to a Corsician is to have 
failed in the obligation imposed on him 
Vy a vendetta. This reproach has even 
a special name atrnng the people ; it is 
culled the rimbcccare, or backing out, 
and in tbo Middle Ages the rimteccarc 
was forbidden by the Uw. According to 
the statute, anybody who backed out ot 
a vodnotta was first fined a heavy sum, 
and (Tun, if he did not do his “duty" 
within a week, he was banished from tho 
isl nd for a twelvemou'h. In 1851 a 
new edict condemned tho person guilty c l 
a riuibeccarc to hayo his lorgue slit. 
But these laws were „i ot often applied, 
tor tho simple reason that the Corsicians 
were too fond of their fends to expose 
themselves to such punishments, which 
etitaileif everlasting disgrace And dogra- 
dal ion in the eye s of the people. In 
souio instances the most insignificant 
enures s.-t families in nt-ins against one 
nud another, and the quarrel oiten ex¬ 
tended to villages. 

Tims, for example, the village of Sai tu¬ 
ne was divided from 1815 to 1818 be¬ 
tween the lloca-Seras and tii; Ortoli-. 
Houses remained IjnpOiuled for thirty 
years like voritablo fortresses, and tin* 
minutes at times continued in a state of 
6irge fur months together. If, perchance 
they left tho door open one day, or show¬ 
ed tbojngelves at the window, they were 
sure to fnll before tho deadly aim of the 
r val family lying in wait with powder

age, which, it is td be hoped, will give 
way to the progress of civilixttion. But 
the first thing necessary to bring about a 
reform in the savage manners of the 
Corsicans is education, for nothing, per¬ 
haps, tends to keep up the vendetta so 
quick as the state of ignorance jn which 
tho lower classes of tho island are jpjfinf"- 
cd. 


A Heresy Doomed. 

Wo have not beeu ovor-anxiotn about 
iho wavo ot ruinous error which lias 
passed over our laud in the form of the 
protection mania. Ithascoino loo late 
in the dny to accomplish the evil it might 
onco havo done. We have bedri hither¬ 
to free traders an u pcoplo, because the 
country from which we deiivo our origin 
has grasped the ftco trade doctrine with 
a tenacity proportioned to tho expen 
enca which it cost. Tho people c f the 
United Slates, probably partly because 
they tinted English ideas, have been 
equally wedded to the protection theory.

the right one. It is no*, however, in one 
sense conoct t > say that protection!-in 
is tbo doctrine of the American llopu 1 * 
lie, for although tho pooplo generally 
still hold to it us they do to tho Decim¬ 
ation of Independence, tlioir think¬ 
ers ha vo given it up, and oven tho 
leading pupcis of what has always boon 
the great protectionist party, ha^e pro*- 
nouucod strongly against it. The same 
change f«»r the better is spreading down¬ 
wards among those mod interested in 
tho study <:f tho question—tho manu¬ 
facturing classes themselves. The opera¬ 
tives Jiavo found that, however much 
high duties may seem to protect tho pre¬ 
fits of the manufacturer, they atlord no 
protection to labor, and that they bavo 
resulted in largely replacing the native 
operative with unskilled,* unpatriotic, 
and ignorant foreigners, who work cheap¬ 
er and who vote against tho interests and 
institutions of tho country, Moreover, 
tho very manufacturers who liavo always 
beeu tbe agitators for protection, and 
in whoso interest all protection measures 
were enacted, are largely coming to the 
conclusion that thoy arc not gamers by 
tho process. A Montreal merchant 
rccoutly visiting a manufacturer of wool¬ 
len goods in the United States, asked him 
if he called himself a free-trader or a 
prottc.ioni <c. The other laughed i.t the 
question, and said he ha l nlwuys I o-u 
a protectionist. Our friend then ashed 
him bluutly if protection had been 
of advantage to himself. “Well, no,’ 
he replied, “we are tco nuch pn- 
tected. We have five factories where 
there s’ ould be three, and no oullot for 
our oven-supply. Wo Sro carrying on 
cur tininess now only because all thsso 
villages are dt-pending on it, but should 
lliing* g*it any worse wo must stop, and 
tlie people will be all thrown out ot 
work." On tho samo journey this en¬ 
quirer met an Engllsli manufacturer of 
the steel, lfis American acquaintances 
had asked him why he did not open 
works in tho United States, and take ad¬ 
vantage of the American tariff for the 
supply of his American customers. Ui» 
reply was that ho had fouud in the 
States many manufacturers already os 
tablished, and none of them making 
money. Hard as times were in England, 
he. had no ambition to exchange them 
for those in the United States. The 
stern logic j f facts is thus rapidly teach¬ 
ing the Americans what thoy never would 
have learned from tlie ir neighbours. 
Their acknowledgments ot error will

This reproach has even 
a special name nnu ng the people ; it is 
called the rimbcccare, or backing out, 
audio tho Middle Ages the rimbcccarc 
u as forbidden by the law. According to 
tlu* statute^ anybody who backed out ol 
a vulnoUa was first finod a heavy sum, 
and thin, if he did not do his “duty” 
within a week, he was banished from tho 
isl nd for a twelvomou'h. In 1851 a 
new edict condonmed tho person guilty id 
a riuibrccarc to haye his forgue t.lii. 
hut there laws wore j ot often applied, 
tor tho simple reason that the Corsicians 
were too fond of their feuds to expose 
theinselres to such punishments, which 
entailed everlasting disgrace and degra¬ 
dation id the eyis of the people. In 
some instances the most insignificant 
cantos sjt families in arms against one 
nod another, and the qtiarrcl oiten ex¬ 
tended to villages. 

Tims, for example, the village of Sarto* 
no was divided from 1815 to 1818 be¬ 
tween tho llocn-Seras ami th> Ortoli*. 
Houses remained ljop-holed for thirty 
years like voritnblo fortresses, and tin* 
minutes at limes continued in a state of 
6 icgc for months together. If, perchance 
they left tho door open one day, or show¬ 
ed (hep; solves at tho window, they were 
mire to fall before tho deadly aim of the 
r val family lying in wait with powder 
a d shot. No cusidciation whatever, 
will prevent tho vondctlist from carrying 
out his fell purpose.

The delicate task 
was placed iu the bauds of men designat¬ 
ed by the name of juirvlunti , a kind ol 
voluntary magistrate, who conciliated 
parties and imposed peace on them by 
oath. Their decisions, when agreed t >, 
were always scrupulously reapoctml ; hilt 
the negotiations more often ended in war 
than iu peace. However, notable exam¬ 
ples may be\uoitd iu which tho dee ire 
tor vengeance gave way to the nmre 
eUfated sentiments ol patriotism and 
religion. In the month of January,

Chambers visited the cure of BcauDort ; 
Church was rubbed of its sacred vessels. 
Clumbers swore he saw tho beadle, an 
old man named l*iton, carrying off tho 
goods, and the beadle was sent to prison.

The 
greatest mail Corsica produced in the 
eighteenth century, the illustnein lVdi, 
always studied in a room the windows of 
which were lined with cork as a protec¬ 
tion from balls without. Attempts have 
been made at all times to arrange these 
sanguinary fends. Tho delic.ito task 
was placed in the hands o| men designat¬ 
ed by the name of jiarolanti , a kind ol 
voluntary magistrate, who conciliated 
parties and imposed peace on them by 
oath. Tlieir decisions, when agreed t>, 
were always scrupulously respected ; but 
ahe negotiations more often ended in war 
than in |»eace. However, notable exam¬ 
ples may bcquottilin which the desire 
1 >r vengeance gave way to the m.»re 
eii vated sentimonts ot patriotism and 
religion. In the month of January, 
1750, I’aoliJ was surprised at Bozio by 
Emmanuel Matro, one of his moat for¬ 
midable enemies, Tio had only just time 
eniugb^to tako refuge in a convent, 
w iere he \va%soon besiegei. Baoli, who 
was not a warrior, began to speak of 
capitulation, when unexpeetol assist¬ 
ance arrived in tho person of Thomas 
Carnoni, the sou of one of his cnemios, 
vrli iso mother herself sent him to the 
combat ; she sacrificed hsr hatred to 
lur country. 

The storv ol Mariauna i'-z/.o di Bjrgo 
is & still more stiiking ii s ;mcc. In the 
midst of the carnival lest.vines her son 
tell mortally wounded. The assassin, 
Andsea Homanetti, tied into tho thick¬ 
ets. Marianna dressed herself up in 
masculine attire, and followed by a few 
friends, wont in pursuit of the murderer. 
Tracked from right to left, Ilomanetti 
was torced to return borne, but his house 
xy is soon beseiged in such a w ay that he 
saw^ it was no use holding out. So he 
offered to surrender himself on the con¬ 
dition of beiug allowed to confess. 
Marianna consented, and accompanied 
him to tho residence of tho priest. 
During the confession of Uom&nelti she 
knelt down and united her pr.iy< rs to 
tboso of her enemy. The murderer was 
then led outside the village and tied to 
a tree. The muskets were raised, tho 
word of command to fire was about to 
be given, when Marianna herself inter¬ 
vened, unbound the ropes, and pardoned 
him. This event, took place in 1WM, 
a :d it the pcoplo still talk of it it i * be¬ 
cause it is so contrary to their traditions 
and usages. Whenco arose the veil 
detta ? The Corsicans throw the re¬ 
sponsibility of it on the shoulders of the 
Genoese. Justice, they say, was then so 
uncertain that tho victims were forced 
to make up for the unsufhcicncy «.f the 
magistrates by taking tho law im , their 
own Juuids. But the explanation is 
more specious than just. The 1 >vo of 
yengence is natural to the Corsican, and 
be obeys a passion fostered by old pioju 
dices. The vendetta defied even the 
effort* of Pftoli, who established tIi.. 
mout rigorous mid impartial jus'ice 
everywhere throughout tho island. Tnc 
culy excuse the Corsican can in iho is 
that fho detestable custom is also practic¬ 
ed by several peoples ol Iftudoru Europe, 
such as the Greeks, and Servians, tin* 
Montenegrin 11 , »o«l tlmt it is to be inilid 
in all coiirNrie* wlieie society is lm<il> 
organized, and wliero family life, on the 
contrary, is strongly constituted. Such 
for it long time was the siurnti m of Ot r- 
eica. No authority was powerful 
enough to enforce respect for the law ; 
everything was bellied by brute force, 
and nothing remained intact but fami¬ 
lies and clans. FamilDi in Corsica are 
still united by tho strongest tioF. Every 
member of a family is bound to assist 
and protect, even by anna, the other 
members. The number of men in a 
family gives it au importance far great** 
than the amount of wealth or property. 
A young man recently had to decide be¬ 
tween the choice of two girls for a wife ; 
the first was rich, and the second poor,

HI.-Some days ago a 
fanner named Vachon, ol fho parish of 
Arouglitou, county of Buauce, turned 
up in .i ii ld, wlnlo plowing, a silver 
c.imllc-ilioli and othor church ornaments, 
which were stolen from the cln ,v cl» of tho 
(\»ngregationist«, hi this city, Februatv, I 
1S85. The robbery, was committed by a 
gang commanded by ono Chambers, a 
lumberman, of St. It »clis. This gang, 
which consisted of tw.mty pursjns, began 
operation in 1812, and defied d-jtocliou | 
for tiirec years. Chambers was a man 
of means, carrying on a good business, 
and his respectability gave uiui admis¬ 
sion into tho houses of iho best people in 
Quebec. Ho and his men nmidorod two 
young Englienmen named Griffith on 
(iuosu Island, Captain Siuvcu, keeper of 
the light-house at Point Piatou, and Mrs. 
Men*gomevy, a weabhy, old Inly, who 
lived on 8t. Helen street. In 1821 
Chambers visited the cure of Bcauport ; 
Church was rubbed of its sacred vessels. 
Clumbers swore he saw tho beadle, an 
old inau named Pitou, carrying off the 
goods, and tho beadle was sent to prison. 
On the ‘Jill of February, 1885, the Church 
of the Congr. ga'io.lists on the Esplanade 
Hill was robbed of the chalices, crucifixes, 
images, and catidolubre.

o i tho voyage there m the brig Cores 
they mutinied. Two of them were killed 
and tho others ended their dajs in the 
colony ,--New Yorli Tribune. 

An Extraordinary Story.
